HORSES AT LITTM BOCK. 

According to the following special from Little 
Rock to the St. Louis Republic phenomenons 
may be expected from there, and Dramborg is 
a marvelously improved horse. The sjwcial 
said: 

“Two good workouts, one of which may be 
considered sensational and the other very isa- 
portant, have occurred at Clinton Park. One 
was that of Paul Miles’ two-year-old brown 
gelding, Tsnnie, and the other that of Dram- 
borg, the splendid colt being trained by Ed 
Headley. 

“Tennie is a rather ordinary looking young- 
ster by St. Florian- Not Much, but his ssork 
Saturday morning baa opened the eyee of other 
trainers, who have two-year-olds of their own 
who are likely to buck up against him when 
the races begin. 

“After a warming up Tennie was cut loose for 
three-eighths of a mile, and the pace be set 
caused soma of the timers to think that their 
watches had atoppsid. He made bis three fur- 
longs, according to at least three or four 
watches, in 354, which is believed to be the fast- 
est work ever done by a two-year-old on the 
Little Bock track. The going was good, but 
the track would not be considered fait. It 
was just drying out after the recent rains and 
although the harrow had bsen used a time or 
two, still it was lumpy in places. 

“When the fact that the Clinton Park track 
is soft and naturally a few seconds to the mile 
slow, the splendid performance of Tennis can 
be appreciated. About 37 seconds is generally 
considered good work here a two-year-old. 

“The other notable workout was that of 
Drambirg, and as he is engaged in the Ten- 
nessee Derby and other stakes up the line, his 
work on Saturday is very important te fol- 
lowers of the racing game. With a boy weigh- 
ing 118 pounds up, Dramborg was 1st go a mile 
and he did bis work with a hearty gcod will. 
At the first three-eighths pole the watches 
marked 36 seconds. Running easy and withont 
apparent effort, he passed the half in 504 sec- 
onds, and then, settling down to the task before 
him, ho sped by the six fnrlong mark in 1:164 
and cams under the wire in magnificent style 
in 1:444. 

“He seemed to consider his remarkable per- 
formance an easy one and was willing to go 
further had hs been allowed to do so. Dram- 
burg is a magnificent specimen of the race 
horse and if he has not got the class most of the 
beet judges who have seen him here are badly 
mistaken. He is a bit fat just now, but if noth- 
ing goes amiss he will be ready for the Tennes- 
see Derby. 

“Handsqueeze, the great Hanover colt of 
whom so much has been said, is not doing any- 
thing very notable as yet. However, be is pro- 
gressing tolerably well with the exception of a 
sore foot, which he developed today. He is 
limping a little, bat his trainer does not think 
there is anything more serious the matter with 
the foot than a little soreness. 

“Horsemen are generally pretty active in their 
work out at the track these days. So far there 
are few horses fit, but most of them are doing 
well enough. Old Tony Honing looks racy and is 
perhaps the fittest cne here. The mare Delight 
is also going along fast and looks like she might 
win early in the season.’’
